The Monday night hear¬ 
ing scheduled to start at 
7:30 p.m. is the culmination 
of about 13 momths of study 
of the cable TV service con¬ 
ducted by the city council, 
its specially-appointed Citi¬ 
zens Study Committee, the 
system’s subscribers and the 
Federal Communications 
Commission. 

This study climaxed last 
November when the FCC 
sent special equipment to 
Sierra Madre to monitor the 
cable TV reception. Its offi¬ 
cial report of this visit, re¬ 
ceived by the council at its 


Citizen’s Cable Advisory 
Committee, reported to the 
council that his committee 
ha.s processed approximate¬ 
ly 1000 complaints of the 
cable service from March of 
1980 to February 6, 1981, 
and another 200 com¬ 
plaints from that date to 
March 10. 

The committee followed 
the study with a letter, dated 
March 13, and addressed to 
the FCC, informing that 
goveriunental agency that the 


cable TV service had “not 
improved appreciably and in 
some areas is grossly degrad¬ 
ed” since the FCC visit in 
November. 

In that letter, the commit¬ 
tee requested the FCC take 
“appropriate steps towards 
enforcement actions avail¬ 
able.” An interview with 
the FCC found that no ac¬ 
tion on the committee’s re¬ 
quest had been taken as of 
Tuesday evening.

But alone our foothills, we 
fUso contend with critters 
buzz, growl, howl at the 
moon, cluck, hiss or go 
nay-y-y. Some animals don’t 
utter a thing and grow ant¬ 
lers. Others just slither 
around in silence. 

The other day wmie gar¬ 
dening, our family uncov¬ 
ered a nest of 10,000 bees in a 
bush by the front door. The 
strategic location of the 
comb was certainly an effec¬ 
tive deterrent against burg¬ 
lars and door-to-door sales¬ 


men. But I didn’t want the 
little winged warriors passing 
the word to scouts of other 
swarms that the Oregorys 
were the kind to offer their 
shrubbery or chimney for 
hospitality. We telephoned a 
beekeeper to remove them. 

April is the season for coy¬ 
otes and bears as wdl as 
bees. 

The Pasadena Humane 
Society estimates that SO 
bears roam the foothiUs be¬ 
tween La Canada and Azusa 
and are within easy walking 
distance of homes. Two 
bean in particular like to 
meander now and then into 
Monrovia, north Arcadia 
and Sierra Madre, looking 
for orange and apple trees. 
They were spotted so often 
that police officers have 
named them. 

Orizzly bean haven’t been 
seen in the local mountains 
since 1916. Prior to that, 
grizzlies were legendary. 
“Clubfoot,” so named bt^ 
cause of his twisted fore¬ 
paw, was felled in the ISSOs 
by a worker’s axe after ter¬ 
rorizing hiken and feasting

Today, the players have 
changed but the game’s the 
same. Police and Humane 


Society investigators report 
that there are several gamb¬ 
ling rings of pit bulldog con¬ 
tests in the foothill cities of 
San Gabriel Valley. 

One local operator report¬ 
edly sets up pit bull rings 
elsewhere and surrepticiously 
flies upwards of SO dogs in 
his private plane to those 
contests. 

Officers tell me that pit 
bull rings “do not neces¬ 
sarily” thrive in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. They stop short of stat¬ 
ing anything more conclu¬ 
sive. 

The gruesome reality of 


this illegal sport hit home to 
me when Steve McNall, field 
supervisor of the Pasadena 
Humane Society, showed me 
the clawed and swollen face 
of a pit bulldog being treated 
at the PHS kennels. 

McNall’s agency is under 
contract with the dty of Sier¬ 
ra Madre to provide animal 
care and control service at 
$25 per hour. PHS is seeking 
an increase, citing rising fuel 
costs. Critics feel the tab is 
already steep and wish that 
city government had its own 
animal control service. 

That sounds like an exoen- 


sive venture for a small city. 

Since incorporation in 
1907, Sierra Madre has con¬ 
tracted with Los Angeles 
County, the San Gabriel Hu¬ 
mane Society and now PHS. 
None of the marriages have 
been placid. 

“The dog catcher was 
cruel to my animal.” That 
was a comment of resident 
Elizabeth Borglun in June, 
1907. But complaints about 
service are also heard today, 
particularly in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Canyon.

Well, sir, it’s pretty simple, you say. When 
it’s soiled, take it to the cleaners. Y-e-s, but:

there wasn’t any money in it, 
"even though money isn’t 
that important," says Paye, 
who is Shirley Osti’s father. 

As his grandchildren grew 
up, "I always hoped they’d 
need something so I’d have a 
excuse to build something,” 
he says. Now he has a big ex¬ 
cuse: a grandson is getting 
married and has asked Paye 
to build "a whole houseful 
of furniture.” 

Last fall he began thinking 
about the clocks he’d seen in 
magazines. Qock kits were 
so expensive. Why didn’t he 
make the cases and find a 
place where the works are 
available? . 

It worked and now he has 
“maybe 60or 70completed.” 

His problem now? He’s 
bored with clocks, and it’s 
time to make his daughter, 
Shirley, a lingerie chest. 

Where does he get ideas 
for the unique clocks—those 
made from frisbees, pans, 
hearts, diamond shapes, tall, 

fat, a balcony clock with a 
planter? 

When he was laid up after 
surgery for a detached retina, 
several more ideas came to 
him and he’s been zipping 
out those. In f?ct, the day of 
the interview, Paye had cut 
out six more clocks of 
various sizes. 

How long would a three- 
drawer chest take? About a 
day and a half to build and 
over a week to finish. After 
all, there’s lots of sanding 
that’s necessary between 
coats of varnish. And that’s 
after the original stain. 
Sometimes he uses oil and 
wax for clocks bypassing the 
varnish other furniture 
needs. 

What amazes him is the 
cost escalation of lumber. In

“They have a more 
open lifestyle and feel closer 
to nature. Most of the yards 
don’t have fences. So dogs 
roam free, and that’s not 
safe for others in town. Can¬ 
yon people feed the wildlife, 
but that only encourages coy¬ 
otes to wander into town, kill 
cats and pups or breed with 
domestic dogs. 

PHS has complained to 
city officials that members of 
its staff have been verbal¬ 
ly assaulted” in the canyon. 
“They threw beer cans at 

us,” McNall told me. “An¬ 
other time a car delilberately 
swerved at us.” 

But others seem relieved 
that the animal control is 
available. Witness these ac¬ 
counts: 

—A man was “walking his 
10 -foot python on the 
streets” in Sierra Madre, Mc¬ 
Nall recalled. PHS coaxed 
him to keep his pet out of 
public sight. 

—A woman was skinny- 
dipping in her pool when she 
saw what looked like an al¬ 
ligator prancing across her 
porch. She called the police. 

“We came out, calmed her 
down and tound out that it 
was a five-foot water moni¬ 


tor (lizard). We returned it to 
its owner.” 

—Still on the loose is a 
three-legged coyote, outrun¬ 
ning animal investigators and 
preying on cats in the city. 

In 1889, the Valley Vista 
(forerunner of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News) printed a comment 
by the editor which bears 
some reflection: 

“That wild cat that slipped 
in the crouch of a tree and 
hanged himself the other day 
did not do it so much as 
fright of the dogs as because 
it knew that civilization had 
advanced too far along the 
foothills to tolerate varmints 
further.” 

Not sol 

When Sierra Madre adopt¬ 
ed its first animal control or¬ 
dinance in April, 1907, one 
element was left out of the 
law. The statute declared 
the “running at large of any 
horses, colts, jacks, jennies, 
mules, meat cattle, calves, 
sheep, goats or hogs” on 
and public property “shall be 
declared a nuisance.” 

The missing ingredient: 
constrainu on the behavior 
of some pet owners. 
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
